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SCHOOL REPORT 


The School Board submit the following report. 


At the beginning of the school year there was a 
radical change in our force of teachers. We believe 
that those who took the place of our old ones have kept 
up the same good standard in the school work. 

Each year helps to complete the system of grades — 
now adopted in our village schools, and while we try to 
keep the pupils in the rural schools graded, poor at- 
tendance and other causes make it nearly impossible to 
follow the program prescribed by the state. It wasa 
matter of great satisfaction to the board, and should be 
to the people, that practically every pupil who was 
graduated from the gramiar school last June, passed 
the entrance examinations to the Milford High school. 
The only exception was wholly on account of illness. 
The pupils passed in every subject excepting English, 
which was one of the last studies in school. 

The special appropriation for repairs was not all used 
on account of inability to get the work finished during 
vacation, but with the consent of the people wiil be used 
to finish repairing the inside of the West school, and to 
paint the outsides of both Hast and West schoolhouses. 

A new set of graded English books have been put 
into the schools this year, and various minor additions 
to the comfort of teachers and pupils. It should be the 
aim of every citizen to help rather than hinder the 
schools. Blows aimed at the schools descend upon the 
heads of your own children. So let us be careful to 
know whereof we speak, and exercise discretion as well 
as charity.
